Allred said. 

“In reading (the organizational) 
notes from the first Leadership 
Week, we see they were trying to 
solve some of the same problems we 
are trying to solve today: what to do 
if a class is full and how to get stu- 
dents to stop leaving class. I guess 
we’re slow learners,” Allred said. 

Originally, Leadership Week was 
intended for Church leaders. 
Throughout the years, priesthood 
classes were removed, Church au- 
thorities were replaced by faculty 
members and academic subjects 
were offered, said Mack Palmer, di- 
rector of Church Education Systems 
South and director of Education 
Week. 

Today, Education Week has 
grown into one of the largest contin- 
uing education programs in Amer- 
ica, Palmer said. 

Because of the expanding pro- 
grams and increased attendance at 
Leadership Week, BY U’s Board of 
Trustees decided in 1963 to change 
the title to Education Week, accord- 
ing to The Universe article. 

“Each year Education Week en- 
rollment increases. This year we are 
attracting participants from every 
state and 28 countries. Last year’s 
enrollment was 31,834.

Job takes Lee off-campus

Rex E. Lee, Brigham Young Uni- 
versity’s 10th president — said by 
some to be an absentee president — 
spends most of his time working be- 
hind the campus scene. 

At any time, Lee’s calendar may 
include two nights a week of hosting 
dinners, speeches, participation on 
panels, committee meetings, a week- 
end in D.C. and fundraising around 
the country 

President Lee said his participation 
in public events such as graduation, 
athletics and homecoming are the 
most visible things that happen, but 
the visible things are minimal. 

One of the most important respon- 
sibilities a university has is to make 
each student’s educational experience 
the richest possible. Two things BY U 
tries to accomplish are not only train- 
ing students for their life’s work, but 
also as husbands, fathers, relief soci- 
ety presidents, bishops and more, 
President Lee said. 

“T spend a lot of time in an effort to 
raise money; this ultimately helps us 
to provide a good learning environ- 
ment,” he said. 

The president’s responsibilities re- 
quire that he spend 40 to 50 percent of 
his time away from campus in 
fundraising activities. Also, a large 
amount of time is spent with the day- 
to-day aspects of the university. 

“People write the president, there 
are buildings to be planned and fi- 
nanced and a lot of long term plan- 
ning. I have to deal with it,” Presi- 
dent Lee said. 

In addition to his on-campus tasks, 
President Lee is involved in several 
national organizations and commit- 
tees. It is his participation in these 
committees that draws the comments 
of “absentee president.” 

President Lee is worried about 
these comments. He said there has to 
be a balance of on- and off-campus 
activities. 

“There are definite benefits for the 
university that result directly from 
high level involvement in national is- 
sues. Benefits include visibility and 
stature; the general assumption being 
that any university is obliged to con- 
tribute to the well being of society,” 
he said. 

President Lee is chair of the Ameri- 
can Bar Association’s Judicial Evalu- 
ation Reading Committee. The com- 
mittee reviews writings and opinions 
of nominees to the Supreme Court. 

“Though there is a great responsi- 
bility, the committee doesn’t take me 
away from the Y. In fact, I probably 
would never have been chosen except 


for the fact that I had experience with 
the Supreme Court,” he said. 

President Lee is the only univer- 
sity president to serve on the commit- 
tee, which reviewed David Souter’s 
writings and recommended him for a 
place on the Supreme Court. 

President Lee also served on a 
panel that reviewed the federal court 
system and gave recommendations to 
Congress for long-range plans and re- 
forms for the system. 

While these two committees had 
nothing to do with BYU, they did give 
a lot of visibility to the university. 

Another committee President Lee 
serves on is the 1l-member NCAA 
enforcement panel which is currently 
reviewing the program the NCAA 
uses to enforce its regulations. Presi- 
dent Lee said he is participating in the 
panel because BYU is a member of 
the NCAA, the time commitment 
isn’t too great and it gives visibility to 
BYU. 

How does President Lee balance 
his time among all these activities? 
He said he tries to limit the invita- 
tions he accepts to those activities 
which will be of most benefit to the 
university. 

“T turn down a lot of things; for 
example, some attractive offers to be 
a member of various boards of direc- 
tors. I think my time is more valuable 
and spend it for those (committees) 
that benefit BYU,” President Lee 
said. 

In 1990, Lee appointed full-time 
provost Bruce C. Hafen to share his 
administrative responsibilities and 
created two vice president positions; 
Paul H. Thompson as vice president 
of Development and University Rela-. 
tions and R.J. Snow as vice president 
of Student Life. 

One area where Lee does allow 
himself to indulge in is that of panels 
which discuss the U.S. Constitution. 

“BY U does encourage its faculty to 
be involved in scholarly extracurricu- 
lar activities, but I try to hold those 
under control,” President Lee said. 

Another indulgence President Lee 
allows himself is arguing an occa- 
sional case before the Supreme 
Court. 

Thirty minutes is all the time allot- 
ted by the Supreme Court to present 
one side of a case. To not take any 
time away from his presidential re- 
sponsibilities, President Lee pre- 
pares for each case at night and on 
weekends. 

He then takes a long weekend to go 
before the Court. 

“That for me is recreation. I love it. 
I do that instead of playing golf,” he 
said. 

The written brief and oral argu- 


ment are the two parts of a Supreme 
Court case. 

Writing the brief takes up 95 per- 
cent of the time spent, but President 
Lee does very little of that. 

“There is nothing I enjoy more than 
arguing a Supreme Court case. In the 
legal profession, it’s the equivalent of 
the Superbowl,” President Lee said. 

President Lee has argued 55 
Supreme Court cases and is one of 
less than ten attorneys who have ac- 
complished that number and are still 
living. 

“The benefit to BYU that comes 
from the visibility of my Supreme 
Court activities, though they span the 
very small spectrum of the U.S. 
Supreme Court and government, is 
considerable. I’m convinced of that,”

he said. 

Though President Lee’s activities 
take him away from being able to in- 
teract with student on aregular basis, 
he has found his question-and-answer 
sessions with students to be very en- 
joyable. 

“T have found my Q-and-A sessions 
to be the most enjoyable experience 
because it allows me to interact with 
the students. One thing I miss most is 
the interaction with students,” Presi- 
dent Lee said. 

He said the Q-and-A sessions are 
also a valuable and efficient way for 
the administration to help shape pol- 
icy. 

The vice presidents attend and are 
able to gain a better perspective of 
what the students are thinking about.

Brigham Young University, part-time home for more 
than 27,000 students each semester, employs the assis- 
- tance of full-time people to help students have a positive 
experience. 

President Rex E. Lee, BYU’s 10th president and for- 
mer U.S. Sélicitor General, said the whole aim of BYU is 
to make the educational experience for each student the 
richest possible. President Lee said the efforts made to 
accomplish this are two-fold. 

“We train them (students) for graduate school and life’s 
work so they will continue their quest for knowledge; 
however, we do not train them only as accountants and 
geologists, but also as husbands, fathers, relief society 
presidents, bishops, etc.,” he said. 

Maren M. Mouritsen, assistant vice president and dean 
of student life, is in charge of all services which support 
students in their academic experience. These services 
include: Academic Support, BYUSA, Career Education 


Classes, Disabled Student Support, Discontinuance Sup- 
port, Health Center, University Standards, International 
Students, Multicultural Programs, Counseling and Devel- 
opment Center, Wilkinson Center, Student Leadership 
Development and others. Mouritsen said the focus of 
these organizations is to get students in touch with other 
students in small group contacts. 

“T believe the dean of student life ought to be with the 
students, so I plan my schedule for a little of everything,” 
she said. Mouritsen goes to lunch every week with a group 
of students, visits the residence halls once a month, gives 
firesides on two Sundays each month, teaches a Book of 
Mormon class and counsels students as well. 

Jean Taylor, honor code assistant to the assistant vice 
president and dean of student life, works under Mouritsen 
and R.J. Snow, vice president of student life and head of 
the honor code advisory council. She is currently involved 
with forming honor code councils which will deal with 
education, policy ideas and case reviews. In addition to 
her involvement with the council, Taylor works with Y- 
Group and Leadership groups.

Provo mission 
flourishing with 
high baptism rate

Almost three years after the for- 
mation of the Utah Provo Mission of 
The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
day Saints, the mission has found suc- 
cess and has high expectations for the 
future. 

‘With the help of Church mem- 
bers, convert baptisms have steadily 
risen in the mission and the mission- 
aries are enjoying 
a lot of success,” 
said Gary 
Spencer, first 
counselor: in the 
Utah Provo Mis- 
sion. 

In the ~past 
decade, increase 
in membership 
has occurred in ar- 
eas that have a 
large LDS popula- 
tion. Membership 
increases in Utah, 
California and Ar- 
izona almost 
equaled that of 
the entire United States, according 
to an article in the Church News, 
week ending June 8, 1991. 

The reason the Provo Mission is 
able to do as well as it does is the 
excellent examples of the members, 
said President George E. Magnusun, 
mission president of the Provo Mis- 


sion. (act th

convert baptism last year. “People 
come to BYU because of its reputa- 
tion, and many get more interested in 
the Church after seeing the examples 
of stuccue and teachers,” Magnusun 
said. 

The mission practices a program 
called the golden link that requires 
assistance from the members. The 
program consists of the stake mis- 
sionaries finding investigators, the 
full-time missionaries taking part by 
fellowshipping the new converts and 
the ward continuing to friendship the 
new members. 

“The program has worked absolute 
wonders with the new converts. Al- 
most all continue to be active in the 
Church because of it,” Spencer said. 

He said the Utah Salt Lake City 
Mission is the number one baptizing 
English-speaking mission in the 
United States. 

Spencer said the Provo mission 
was once a part of the Salt Lake City 
Mission and there is always a lot of 
competition between the two. 

“The fact that Salt Lake has more 
nonmembers gives them a greater 
opportunity- for baptisms,” Spencer 
said. 

Despite. the smaller nonmember 
population, the Provo Mission is bap- 
tizing close to the same amount each 
month, with the help of member re- 
ferrals. The most successful parts of 
the mission are areas like Price 
where the coal mines are located and 
where there is a predominant popula- 
tion of nonmembers, Spencer said. 

The Provo mission covers a large 
area, which can present some prob- 
lem. “Thé mission includes parts of 
Colorado, Nevada, Arizona and the 
greater part of Utah,” Magnusun

said. 

“Some members resent the fact 
that there is a need for a mission in 
Utah, but the vast majority are excel- 
lent examples for potential mem- 
bers,” Magnusun said. 

When the Salt Lake City Mission 
split in January 1989 to form the 
Provo Mission, those missionaries 
used to create the Provo mission came 
from the Salt Lake City Mission. 
“Those young men and women we re- 
ceived were good 
missionaries and 
they tried their 
best in a new area 
where it was 
sometimes _ diffi- 
cult to find people 

teach,” 
Spencer said. 

To aid in per- 
sonal growth, the 
missionaries are 
encouraged to ob- 
serve the stakes 
and wards and to 
learn from the ex- 


bers to be effec- 
tive leaders. “The most unique aspect 
of this mission is that there are 142 
stakes where the missionaries can ob- 
serve and learn how to be excellent 
leaders,” Spencer said. 

Elder Vaughn J. Featherstone, of 
the Quorum of the The Seventy, 
spoke at a missionary conference, 
Spencer said, Elder Featherstone 
told the missionaries that one of the 
reasons they were called to serve in 


‘Utah was to*watch'how the finest 


stakes in the world function. 

He then instructed them that when 
they return home they should imple- 
ment the knowledge gained in Utah in 
their home wards. 

To help the mission, the Missionary 
Training Center sends missionaries 
that are waiting for visa clearance to 
the Provo Mission. 

“Most:of the missionaries that come 
from the MTC are enthusiastic, good 
for the morale of the whole mission 
and have helped a great deal,” 
Spencer said. 

The missionaries who serve in the 
Provo Mission wear white name 
badges rather than the traditional 
black badges. 

Missionaries assigned to BYU 
wear yellow badges so they can be 
distinguished from BYU _ service 
workers. “The main reason we have 
the white and yellow badges is so 
members can distinguish us from the 
MTC missionaries. We want mem- 
bers to know who to give references 
to,” Magnusun said. 

The Provo Mission has five pairs of 
Spanish-speaking missionaries and 
the capability of teaching in Polish 
and Japanese. 

Magnusun said “This mission is like 
a big melting pot because we have 
missionaries from all over the world. 

“For many of the missionaries this 
is a foreign country and they can suf- 
fer many of the same things other 
missionaries would if they were going 
to any other foreign country,” he said. 

Magnusun said he will be complet- 
ing his three year mission at the end 
of June and President Keith S. 
Humperys will be the next mission 
president.

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Campus sculptures enshrouded 
by cultural history, symbolism

Sculpture has long been an art form 
which expresses the values and his- 
tory of civilizations and peoples. The 
BYU campus is no-exception. 

There are several sculptures that 
grace the campus, many of which 
were crafted by prominent local and 
national talents. In their own way, 

“they express a value or historical per- 
spective unique to BYU. From the 
statue of Brigham Young that sur- 
veys the campus to the statue of Karl 
G. Maeser that stands in front of the 
Maeser building, each work displays a 
certain aspect of the BYU experi- 
ence. 

A well-known statue of Brigham 
Young is located just south of the ad- 
ministration’ building. This statue 
was unveiled in November of 1961 by 
Richard W. Young, a great-grandson 
of Brigham Young, as part of that 
year’s Homecoming week. 

The bronze statue, which stands 7 
feet and 6 inches tall and weighs 
nearly 1,300 lbs., was sculpted by Ma- 
honri Young, a descendant of 
Brigham Young. It is a modified ver- 
sion of the statue of Brigham Young 
that is part of the “This is the Place” 
monument located in Emigration 
Canyon outside of Salt Lake City. 

On the west side of the Harold B. 
Lee Library is a statue of the Indian 
Massasoit, who helped to sustain the 
New World pilgrims through their 
first winter. Massasoit, or rather his 
statue, stands nearly 9 feet tall and is 
cast completely in bronze, This is one 
of four existing copies of the original 
sculpture that stands on Cole’s Hill, 
facing Plymouth Rock in Plymouth, 
Mass. 

The plaster original was donated by 
its creator, Cyrus Dallin, to the state 
of Utah in 1922. This original was dis- 
played for many years in the Capitol

Rotunda. Later, a bronze copy was 
made and placed in the gardens in 
front of the Capitol building. The 
plaster original was then given to 
BYU: 

Massasoit has been seen in several 
different places on campus since his 
immigration to BYU. The plaster 
original was displayed in the Franklin 
S. Harris Fine Arts Center atrium for 
several years. In 1976, another 
bronze copy was made and placed in 
the north east patio of the HFAC. 
The original was placed into storage. 
Massasoit was then moved to a hill 
behind the Design and Technology 
building to await a “final standing 
place.” He was placed on his current 
spot in late 1978. 

One interesting note to this statue 
concerns the model who posed for the 
artist. Dallin had made several ver- 
sions of Massasoit and was in the pro- 
cess of creating another version. He 
mentioned to an artist friend that he 
was in need of a model. His friend was 
using a“young man of magnificent fig- 
ure,” Dallin said, for a sculpture of 
Apollo. They decided to share this 
model. Consequently, Massasoit has 
the body of a Greek god. 

On the southern tip of campus, in 
front of the Karl G. Maeser Building, 
is a statue of Karl G. Maeser. This 
statue was donated to BYU by the 
Nicholas G. Morgan Foundation in 
memory of Nicholas Morgan’s 
mother, who had been a student of 
Maeser’s. The statue was sculpted by 
Ortho R. Fairbanks and was unveiled 
Nov. 7, 1958. 

Two of the most prominent sculp- 
tures on campus are the “Tree of Wis- 
dom,” located just north of the li- 
brary, and “The Windows of 
Heaven,” which is located just east of 
the Widstoe Building. Both of these 
works played a role in BY U’s centen- 
nial celebration in 1975.

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Frank Nackos, a BYU graduate, is 
symbolic of the pursuit of truth and , 
wisdom. It was created to interact 
with the sunlight so that a person who 
views it from one angle will see some- 
thing different than someone stand- 
ing in another position. The sculpture 
measures 14 feet high by 14 feet long 
by 15 1/2 feet wide. It is comprised of 
10 concrete panels, each of which 
weighs approximately two tons. 

“The Windows of Heaven” was cre- 
ated by Frank Riggs, a graduate of 
the Pratt Institute in New York. It is 
made of steel and stained glass and 
stands approximately 30 feet tall. 

Another work originally planned as 
part of the centennial celebration is 
“First Child.” This bronze statue can 
be found between the Spencer W. 
Kimball Tower and the Smith Family 
Living Center. It depicts a mother 
and a father both holding their first 
child’s hands. It was created by Den- 
nis Smith and was unveiled on Sept. 
24, 1979. 

“The Surprise” can be found at the 
north west corner of the Ernest L. 
Wilkinson Center next to the 
wheelchair access ramp. It depicts a 
boy who is holding a frog and a girl 
who is watching the scene. It was cre- 
ated by Glenna Goodacre, a western 
artist who is known for her works that 
reflect Indian culture. The statue was 
donated by Mr. and Mrs. Joel Peter- 
son in 1988. 

Other sculptures on campus include 
the relief. sculptures found onthe 


northern and. southern: entrances of 4:5 af: 


the library. The sculpture on the 
northern entrance was created by Dr. 
Avard Fairbanks. It depicts Nephi, a 
figure from The Book of Mormon, An- 
other Testament of Jesus Christ, re- 
ceiving the Liahona from his father, 
Lehi, and Moroni receiving the 
golden plates from his father, Mor- 
mon. These scenes are meant to sym- 
bolize learning and knowledge. 

The sculpture on the southern en- 
trance of the library was done by 
Franz Johansen and Garnet Bugby. 
The panels symbolize the four areas of 
human knowledge: aesthetics, ethics, 
logic and metaphysics. Johansen also 
created the castings on the doors of 
the Washington D.C. temple of the 
LDS Church. 

Finally, there is the one ton bronze 
cougar that sits at the south western 
corner of Cougar Stadium. This 
statue, which was sent to Italy to be 
cast, was donated to BYU by the 
graduating classes of 1965 and 1969. 
It was unveiled on Sept. 21, 1974, just 
before the BYU/Utah State football 
game. Because of its prominence and 
the interstate football rivalries, it has 
been the target of many vandals.

Infobase help 
search text 
on computers

The Foundation for Ancient Re- 
search and Mormon Studies provides 
many books on computer disks on The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints and other reference material. 

“FARMS believes that due to the 
ease of use and the economical price of 
computer discs, this will allow schol- 
ars and researchers to have quicker 
access to information as well as 
provide improved cross referencing,” 
said Brent Hall, development direc- 
tor of FARMS. 

Dan Taggart, president of the elec- 
tronic publishing company for 
FARMS, Infobases, Inc., said the in- 
formation placed on discs and in- 
fobases are a searchable electronic 
text for computer.

Ron Louw, LDS institute instruc- 
tor and computer specialist at UVCC, 
said the program allows a person to 
search through an enormous amount 
of information quickly. 

The infobases are affordable and 
use very little space on the computer. 
Louw said the program is also easy to 
learn.

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Trail snakes across continent

Big ideas often require small steps 
to achieve reality. 

This is certainly true with the 
Great Western Trail, a national na- 
ture trail which runs from Canada to 
Mexico. Some of its most majestic 
sections wind through Utah. 

The realization of the Great West- 
ern Trail began 11 years ago, and it 
connected a variety of existing paths 
through scenic areas of Arizona, 
Utah, Idaho and part of Wyoming. 

The project is complete in Arizona, 
85 percent complete in Utah, and has 
barely begun in Idaho. 

Susan Graffius, vice president of 
the Great Western Trail committee, 
said, “We haven’t been able to figure 
out how much more time or money it 


will take to complete the trail. Right ~ 


now we are taking it one year at a 
time.” 

The Great Western Trail Commit- 
tee is a non-profit committee in 
charge of completing the Wasatch 
section of the trail. The committee is 
composed of volunteers and largely 
supported by private donations. 

Trail volunteers work closely with 
the U.S. Forest Service, and use 
whatever individual local resources 
are available. Wherever possible, ef- 
forts are made to connect already ex- 
isting trails. 

Committee President Mike Titus, 
who is an avid hiker, founded the or- 
ganization last November after 
checking with the forest service. He 
discovered no one was working on the 
Wasatch section of the project.

Unlike Arizona’s finished section, 
which has come under heavy public 
criticism for being set aside for hikers 
only, Utah’s trail provides places for 
horseback riders, mountain bikers 
and off-road enthusiasts. 

“Whatever is multi-use right now 
will stay that way. We’re not trying to 
restrict anything; we really want the 
most people possible to have access to 
the trail,” Graffius said. 

The committee has received a great 
deal of support from Utah politicians 
such as Congressmen Bill Orton and 
Wayne Owens and Salt Lake County 
Commissioner Randy Horiuchi. 

Last year, some 4,000 people 
helped with an intensive effort on the 
section of trail running through the 
Provo area. 

Stan Thatcher, of Provo, helped 
with last year’s effort and said he and 
his wife love the trail because they 
can use the trail for horseback riding. 

Graffius said, “We call it the Great 
Western Trail, but right now it’s sev- 
eral trails, and we are concentrating 
on connecting one trail.”

W. Kimball was the first to perform 
on the bell at the dedication. 

Schwendeman said the first actual 
carillonneur, the person who plays 
the bells, was John Longhurst, who 
now plays the organ for The Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints’ 
Tabernacle choir. 

Brent Harker, of BYU public com- 
munications, said the 52 bells that 
constitute the range of the bell tower 
came by boat from Holland. Accord- 
ing to his files, Harker said a large 
bell could cost as much as $100,000, 
with the average price of a church bell 
at $8,000, but he did not have infor- 
mation on the total cost of the bell 
tower. “That’s typical for BYU,” he 
said of the lack of cost information. 

The carillon tower was placed on its 
particular site, just northeast of the 
Abraham Smoot Building, because of 
its prominence, according to BYU 
historical files. This ensures the mu- 
sic will cover the campus without be- 
ing too loud in the immediate area of 
classes. It will also avoid an echo ef- 
fect between buildings, Oaks was 
quoted as saying in the BYU files. 

Cast on the surface of the largest of 
the 52 bells, weighing 4,730 pounds, is 
the inscription “May these bells pro- 
claim forever our gratitude to those 
who founded and to those who sustain 
Brigham Young University; students 
— alumni — staff and friends/ Oct. 
1975.” 

Schwendeman said before the bell 
tower was built, music was played on 
the 61-note, five-octave range BYU 
earillonic console housed in the 
Eyring Science Center. According to 
an article in the Ogden Standard Ex- 
aminer on Feb. 27, 1955, the console 
was presented to BYU by the student 
body as a four-year class gift. 

The bells of the console were con- 
trolled by a keyboard on the fifth floor 
of the Eyring Science Center and the 
music was projected through four 
weather-proof amplifiers on the roof 
just southeast of the observatory 
dome, the article stated. Those ampli- 
fiers are now used when the national 
anthem is broadcast to the campus, 
said a source in the article. 

When a note was struck on the con- 
sole keyboard, a small hammer struck 
a specially tuned bar of metal. The 
resulting sound was reproduced by 
electronic tubes and amplified a mil- 
lion times. The sound was identical to 
that which would be produced by 
striking a large cast bell weighing 
thousands of pounds, the historical 
files stated. It would have taken 
275,000 pounds of cast metal bells to 
reproduce the same 61 notes the BYU 
carillonic console produced electroni- 


cally, Instead, the music was per-, 


formed in a 14 square-foot room in the 
ESC tower. 

M. Dallas Burnett, associate dean 
of the College of Fine Arts and Com- 
munications, remembers a_ prank 
played involving the bells in the 
Eyring Science. Center. He said 
someone had put a cat to sleep with 
chloroform, left it on the carillon key- 
board, locked the door to the room 
and filled the lock with wax. When the 


- cat woke up, it walked across the key- 


board, causing the bells to “chime for 
quite a while,” Burnett said. 
According to BYU files, the gradu- 
ating class of 1973 raised $10,000 to 
refurbish and add new features to the 
carillonic console, which included 
eight new 500-watt speakers. No ex- 
planation was given why such an ex- 
penditure, which totaled more than 
half the original cost of the console, 
was made. Only two years later the 
carillon tower was constructed. 

A price was not given for the con- 
struction of the carillon tower. BYU 
files showed the money coming from 
“students, alumni and friends.” 
Russel Sorensen, BYU carillon- 
neur and master’s student in organ, 
said the carillonic console should not 
be considered a carillon. It doesn’t 
compare to the carillon and is a cheap 
imitation, he said. 

The bells in the carillon tower are in 
a fixed position. This means it is the 
clapper that moves to create the 
sound, not the bells, Sorensen said.

The carillon keyboard does not look 
like the traditional keyboard with 
small, black and white keys, Sorensen 
said. He plays it by pressing large 
pees with his fist and using foot ped- 
als. 

The room that houses the “key- 
board” is just below the bells in the 
tower, Sorensen said. He climbs 108 
steps of a circular staircase to reach 
his musical destination. “Everyone 
has to count how many steps there are 
the first time going up the stairs,” he 
explained. 

Sorensen said there are only a few 
people at BYU who can play the bells 
and there is not a class offered in caril- 
lon instruction. The university has re- 
cently started bringing in profession- 
als to teach students, he said.

‘Narrows’ escape 


I was on the verge of a nervous 
breakdown, and aching for any ex- 
cuse to get out of this place we call 
Happy Valley, so when my friend 
Dana suggested hiking the Canyon 
Narrows in Zion National Park, I 
jumped at the chance. 

Dana had just spent 10 days tag- 
ging bears in Utah’s rigorous back- 
country and needed to relax too.

Fredericks to compete 
in Barcelona Olympics

«. Frank Fredericks.of BY U has.been 
chosen to.run in the 1992 Summer 
Olympic Games in Barcelona, Spain. 

‘Heis the first sprinter since 1978 to 
win both the 100- and 200-meters at 
the NCAA Outdoor Championships. 
He ran the 100 meters in 10.02 sec- 
onds in 1990 and the 200 meters in 
19.90 seconds in 1991. 

Fredericks is a 13-time All-Ameri- 
can, including a first-place finish in 
the 1991 NCAA Indoor 200-meters.

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BYU's Birk sets pace 
on national track scene

During the 1990-91 season, Nicole 
Birk was BYU’s leading runner at the 
WAC/NCAA Region 7 Cross-Coun- 
try Championship, was named all- 
conference in cross-country for the 
second straight year, was selected to 
the WAC All-Academic cross country 
team and was named All-Conference 
in indoor track for placing second in 
the 3000-meter run. 

An achiever in academics as well as 
running, the 5-foot-4-inch tall senior 
from Alpine shattered her school 
record in the 3000-meter run at the 
TAC Mobile Championships to qual- 
ify for the World University Games in 
Sheffield, England, in July. 

Running in 90-degree heat in brutal 
conditions, she was clocked in at a 
time of 9:09.07. “The conditions were 
not very good,” coach Patrick Shane 
said. 

“But she just stayed focused on the 
task at hand and on achieving her goal 
of making the World University 
Games team. She went with the lead- 
ers and stayed with them,” he said. 

“She was just overjoyed,” Shane 
said. 

“It was a huge improvement. It 
just shatters the school record and it 
was incredible.” 

To qualify for the world meet, Birk 
placed first of all the collegian en- 
trants in her event. She was seventh

“He will have a world record before 
he’s through.” 

Fredericks competed in the NCAA 
at Eugene, Ore., the last weekend in 
May. He was named the 1991 NCAA 
double sprint champion and has been 
cleared to run in the 1992 Summer 
Olympic Games in Barcelona. 

“T’m happy and I feel really good, 
especially about the fact that the IOC 
made an exception to accept Namibia 
into the Games,” Fredericks said. 
Namibia has never competed in the 
Olympics. “I had my doubts about the 
acceptance, Namibia doesn’t have a 
lot of world-class athletes. There are 
just 5 million people. The only sports 
we are competitive in are track and 
boxing. In track, I’m the only one who 
qualified for the Olympics.” 

Hirschi upon hearing the news 
about Fredericks competing in the 
Olympics commented that it is fantas- 
tic. “It would have been a travesty to 
have excluded him from the Games 
when he’s one of the world’s better 
sprinters,” Hirschi said. “I think he 
will do very well at the Olympics.” 

Asa BYU runner, he has been un- 
der the supervision of his coach and 
friend, Hirschi. “When I coach a run- 
ner I always look at what this runner 
can do without sacrificing his personal 
life and education,” Hirschi said. “I 
believe that balance is the main factor 
for success and taking a long view. 
We at BYU coach runners to per- 
form, but at the same time we pre- 
pare them for life, and Frank is some- 
body who exemplifies our BYU 
tradition. 

“Frank has the strength of a 400- 
meters runner and the speed of a 100 
and 200-meters,” Hirschi said. “When 
he reaches his maximum speed he is 
able to maintain it for a very, very 
long time. Frank can run with any- 
body in the world and is one of the 
most efficient runners that I’ve ever 
seen. He does not waste energy and 
his future is very bright.” 

Fredericks is a senior majoring in 
computer science and will be graduat- 
ing in December. He is contemplating 
a master’s degree in business admin- 
istration. 

He has been treasurer for two 
years of the Black Students Associa- 
tion at BYU and has been captain of 
the track team for two years. 

Fredericks has also been nomi- 
nated “Namibia Sportsman” in 1986 
and 1990. 

He has been named BYU scholar 
athlete during 1989 and 1990.

BYU football will have many new faces 


Cougars will face 
No. 1 Florida State 
on August 29

BYU coach LaVell Edwards cele- 
brates his 20th year as head coach for 
BYU with the toughest schedule in 
BYU history and the chore of:replac- 
ing a host of last year’s starters. 

Edwards is the third winningest 
active coach behind Tom Osborne and 
Joe Paterno. He has been selected 
WAC Coach-of-the-Year six times 
and after winning the National Cham- 
pionship in 1984 was also named 
NCAA Coach-of-the- Year. 

Looking at this year’s BY U football 
team, Edwards said, “Having Ty 
(Detmer) back is a great place to 
start.” 

Last*season, Detmer set the all 
time single season passing record by 
throwing for 5,188 yards and needs 
just 446 yards to set the NCAA ca- 
reer yardage record. So far in Det- 
mer’s career he has set 42 NCAA 
records and tied five others. 

Even though Detmer is returning, 
the loss of players Matt Bellini and 
Chris Smith will be hard to replace. 

“We will miss Matt Bellini more 
than anyone,” Edwards said. “The 
test will be to see if we can replace 
Matt Bellini and Chris Smith.” 

Bellini’s role was one of pass-catch- 
ing. Scott Charlton will try to fill 
Bellini’s spot this season. 

“Charlton is a great receiver,” 
Edwards said. 

In the backfield 
with Charlton will 
be returning 
starter Peter Tu- 
ipulotu. Tuipulotu 
was BYU’s top 
rusher last year 
with 637 yards 
and nine touch- 
downs. He aver- 
aged 6.5 yards per 
carry.

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Utah Valley high-tech brings 
high pratse to local economy 
Top Ten High-Tech Utah County Employers

Utah Valley’s economic health has 
been the subject of much national me- 
dia attention lately, thanks in part to 
thriving high-technology businesses, 
said Utah County Commissioner 
Gary Herbert. 

In its Jan. 14 issue, Fortune 
magazine reported, “After Silicon 
Valley and North Carolina’s Re- 
search Triangle, the Provo-Orem 
area has become the nation’s third- 
largest cluster of high-tech enter- 
prises.” 

Across the Wasatch Front, more 
than 31,000 people are employed by 
high-tech companies. The sector’s 
two largest employers, WordPerfect 
Corporation and Novell Inc., both re- 
port annual sales of more than $450 
million. 

WordPerfect, Novell and 80 other 
Utah Valley software companies com- 
bined add up to $1.1 billion in soft- 
ware sales annually, said Richard 
Bradford, director of the Utah Valley 
Economic Development Association. 
This figure is a close second to 


Bellevue, Wash., home of MicroSoft, . 


which leads the nation with $1.4 bil- 
lion in annual software sales. 

The key to the valley’s success in 
the high-tech sector, however, lies in 
the people, Herbert said. 

Herbert describes Utah Valley’s 
work force as young, well-educated 
and high quality. 

“The Utah tradition has been a 
very strong work ethic,” Herbert 
said. 

“Our people are second to none. 
Many times, workers are overquali- 
fied and overeducated for the jobs 
they hold,” he said. 


In addition to the software giants, . 


Utah Valley is home to scores of 
smaller, financially healthy business. 
Clyde Digital, a vendor of utility soft- 
ware for DEC computers, employs 
65. 

Founded in Boston in the 1970's, 
the business opened a branch in Orem 
and eventually moved the entire op- 
eration there. 

Rob Clyde, vice president of 
product operations at Clyde Digital, 
said the move was made because of 
the people there. Clyde said Utah 
workers are characterized by a “will- 


ingness to work hard and be involved. 


in an entrepreneurial situation.” 
Many of Clyde Digital’s workers 
are BYU graduates, Clyde said. 


“We've had excellent employees | 


from BYU, (people) willing to go 
through the difficulties of anew com-

According to Utah Valley Eco- 
nomic ‘Development Association 
statistics, the average high-tech 
worker earns $31,000 per year, a fig- 
ure 70 percent higher than the aver- 
age Utah wage of $18,179. 

Utah Valley’s economy is another 
important factor in the success of the 
industry, Herbert said. Herbert said 


the cost of living here is 12 percent 
below the national average and 25 to 
30 percent below areas such as south- 
ern California. 


A spokesperson for Novell Inc. said 
Utah is “a good draw” for employees

The International Genealogical In- 
dex, referred to as the IGI, is a com- 
puterized list of several of the de- 
ceased people who have temple 
ordinances performed, Monson said. 

“The program includes the names 
received from the extraction program 
since 1970 and some from the early 
Church records. Before 1970, the 
Temple Index Bureau has the names 
recorded,” Monson said. 

Any member of the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints who dies 
will be added to this list within about 
two years, Monson said. 

“The Ancestral File is a compilation 
of information from family records in- 
cluding pedigree charts and family 
group sheets kept by the Church,” 
Monson said. 

The file contains pedigrees and 
family group information and con- 
tains about seven million names, 
Monson said. 

“The Ancestral File is a great re- 
source for members whose families 
have turned in information,” Monson 


said. 


The Social Security Death Index 
contains information on anyone in the 
world who had a U.S. social security 
card and is deceased, Monson said.

“This program will give information 
such as when and where the person 
died,” Monson said.

The Aspen Grove Family Camp 
provides one more opportunity for 
BYU alumni to experience the “ro- 
mance of being back at BYU,” said 
Glen Parker, director of the camp.

Ten 
years later, 35 acres of this land was 
donated to BYU by the Stewart fam- 
ily. In 1922, about 50 male students 
lived in tents and studied botany, zo- 
ology and geology. In 1923 a kitchen, 
a dining hall and three dormitories 
were built. 

According to the Aspen Grove 
Family Camp Guide, the area was ap- 
proved as an alumni camp for BYU in 
1962 and construction began. 

Longhurst said the camp includes a 
variety of activities such as swim- 
ming, tennis, racquetball, walleyball, 
shuffleboard, badminton, a ropes 
course, billiards, hiking, arts and

Historic Maeser Building 


built on forme

The oldest building on the BYU 
campus rests on an old graveyard. 

The site for the Karl G. Maeser 
Building had formerly served as a 
graveyard for the first settlement in 
Provo (1849). Families of the de- 
ceased were asked to move the graves 
to a new cemetery on the road to 
Springville. 

According to Physical Plant offi- 
cials, many graves still remain on the 
hill where the Maeser Building is lo- 
cated because some families pre- 
ferred to leave their dead undis- 
turbed. 

The building was constructed from 
1909 to 1911. It consisted of. offices 
and classrooms, and served as the ad- 


rcemetery 
ministration building from 1911 to 
1961. 


During World War I, when a unit of 
the Student Army Training Corps 
was established at BYU, soldiers 
were housed in the Maeser Building. 
President Ernest L. Wilkinson, who 
was a student soldier at the time, 
bunked in the same room where he 
later presided as president of the uni- 
versity. 

The cost of the building was 
$130,000, of which $65,000 was con- 
tributed by the Jesse Knight family. 
President Joseph F. Smith and 
Lafayette Holbrook, a board mem- 
ber, also made generous contribu- 
tions. The remainder of the money 
was raised by the Alumni Associa- 
tion, which collected donations from 
1,600 people.
